LB 297 creates the Children and Juvenile Data Pilot Project and the Children and Juveniles Data Pilot Project Advisory
Group. Mandates the group meet twice a year, creates a Data Steering Subcommittee, creates an Information-Sharing
Subcommittee and to submit a written report. Provides a definition for "independent, external data warehouse". Sunsets
pilot project on December 31, 2019.

Section (1): Creates the Children and Juveniles Data Pilot Project. Establishes purpose of pilot project is to identify how
current state agency data systems for children and juveniles in Nebraska can be used to create a data warehouse.
Creates the Children and Juveniles Data Pilot Project Advisory Group. Group to oversee pilot project. Foster Care
Review Office to provide administrative support. Mandates the Advisory Group to include: Inspector General of
Nebraska Child Welfare, State Court Administrator, probation administrator of the Office of Probation Administration,
executive director of Nebraska Commission on Law Enforcement and Criminal Justice, the Commissioner of Education,
executive director of the Foster Care Review Office, director of the University of Nebraska at Omaha Juvenile Justice
Institute, Chief Information Officer of the office of Chief Information Officer, Director of Children and Family Services of
the Division of Children and Family Services of the Department of Health and Human Services, Director of
Developmental Disabilities of the Department of Health and Human Services, Director of Behavioral Health of the
Division of Behavioral Health of the Department of Health and Human Services, and the Director of Medicaid and
Long-Term Care of the Division of Medicaid and Long-Term Care of the Department of Health and Human Services.

Mandates the Advisory Group to include
Inspector General of Nebraska Child Welfare, State Court Administrator, probation administrator of the Office of
Probation Administration, executive director of Nebraska Commission on Law Enforcement and Criminal Justice, the
Commissioner of Education, executive director of the Foster Care Review Office, Chief Information Officer of the office
of Chief Information Officer, Chief Executive Officer of Department of Health and Human Services. Mandates the group
meet twice a year, creates a Data Steering Subcommittee creates an Information-Sharing Subcommittee and to submit
a written report. Feasibility study shall not be binding on any agency. Provides a definition for "independent, external
data warehouse". Sunsets pilot project on December 31, 2019.
